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Sierra Madre’s Red Foster has taken KPCC to top 


The arrival of Red Foster of Sierra Madre at 
Pasadena City College in 1985 was the beginning of 
a new, highly successful era for the college’s radio 
station, KPCC (FM 89.3). 

Foster, a native Californian with an MA in 
Communications from Cal State Fullerton, was 
hired away from his job as director of Media Ser¬ 
vices at Fullerton College to become KPCC’s general 
manager and Pasadena City College’s assistant dean 
of learning resources. 

In 1988, Foster moved the station’s transmitter 
to Mount Wilson in order to improve the station’s 


signal range from a small San Gabriel Valley area to 
its current outreach of all of Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties, as well as parts of San Ber¬ 
nardino, Riverside, Santa Barbara and San Diego 
Counties. This manuever, coupled with pro¬ 
vocative programming changes, “Fostered” an in¬ 
crease of 1300 percent in the number of weekly, un¬ 
duplicated listeners to KPCC since his arrival at 
Pasadena City College (PCC). 

Five years ago, fed up with commuting from 
Orange, Foster moved to Sierra Madre. 

In addition to his duties as general manager of 


KPCC, Foster also oversees the college’s 
Telecourses, Electronic Maintenance, Learning 
Assistance Center, and its three Media Services 
Departments; Instructional Television, Instructional 
Resource Center and Staging Services. 

Foster also attends night school at Western 
State University College of Law. He is currently 
working on the mammoth task of coordinating the 
relocation of the radio station and various depart¬ 
ments to the college’s new Shatford Library 
building. 
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Water pumping charge drops; 
council adopts new fee schedule 


Councilmembers noted that a recommendation 
to decrease a charge in Sierra Madre came after most 
of the audience had left at last Tuesday’s City Coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

The decrease in the Pumping Adjustment 
Charge stands at 74 cents per 100 cubic feet which is 
a decrease of 4 cents, from 78 cents. The new rate 
will become effective with the next full billing cycle 
for water used after July, 1993. 

The decreased energy usage is a function of 
both the rate structure of Southern California 
Edison Company and the static water levels beneath 
the city. The decrease is possible because of the wet 
year last year which, ultimately, resulted in higher 
water table levels. The static water level is 220 feet. 

Other action at last week’s City Council meet¬ 
ing included awarding the approval of the Pavement 
Management System to Rogert K. Sandwick for 
$5600. This study which is a review of all of Sierra 
Madre’s streets is required so that Proposition C 
funds may be reimbursed. 

Command Car 41 must be repaired for 


$6246.05 and this is not covered by insurance. The 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department car was 
damaged in a recent accident. South Pasadena Auto 
Body brought in the lowest bid. 

Warrants passed by the council last week 
amounted to $265,864.89 for the year ending June 
30, and $40,774.15, the first warrants of this fiscal 
year. 

The council adopted a new set of fees and 
charges for the city last week. Hopefully, a listing 
will be given to The News concerning the differences 
in the lengthy list of municipal fees so that residents 
can make comparisons. 

Three members of the Economic Development 
Committee, under the direction of Chair Bob Oden, 
made presentations to the council last week. 

Helen Elliott explained that since the city needs 
a marketing tool, she is requesting $5000 in CRA 
funds to produce a brochure. 

Oden said, “The city will have to adopt a ‘bus¬ 
iness friendly’, stance,” and suggested that we “try 
to educate ourselves. The time it takes to do things in

Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners had a 
reasonably light agenda last Thursday, which means 
they didn’t take their time in deliberating about each 
item on the agenda. 

George Salisbury, chairman, led the group in ex¬ 
amining three variances, a conditional use permit 
(CUP) and discussing a proposed ordinance which 
studies development standards in the R-1 zone. The 
ordinance deals with possibly imposing a morator¬ 
ium on construction of single family structures of 
more than 3500 squre feet and two stories. 

The variance at 171 W. Montecito Ave. by 
James A. Gagnier was continued because the com¬ 
mission asked the applicant to provide a better draw¬ 
ing of the porch expansion. They approved the 
variance for a one-car garage. 

The Conditional Use Permit (CUP) for 83 W. 


Sierra Madre Blvd. was held over to allow the 
building department to investigate the possibility of 
liability since there was a change of use. They also 
are questioning the structural analysis. This con¬ 
cerns the Douglas and Jane Delahooke request 
which returns the adobe house at 83 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. to its original use as a residence rather 
than business. 

The variances at 765 Alta Vista Drive and 436 
Grove Street were approved. 

The former, by John Reed, was a request for a 
front yard and side street yard variance to recon¬ 
struct a pre-existing nonconforming residential 
structure. 

The latter, at 436 Grove Street by Sherry Wheel- 
ock, was for a variance to retain a single car garage 
and expand the existing structure.

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July ranks highest 
in traffic deaths 

July is the deadliest month of the 
year for California motorists, warns 
state traffic safety officials. 

Last year, 526 Californians were 
killed and 33,203 people were injured 
during July—more than any other 
month. 

“People are on vacation and driv¬ 
ing more. There is more drinking and 
driving and younger, more inexperi¬ 
enced drivers are out of school and on 
the road,” said Peter O’Rourke, dir¬ 
ector of the California Office of Traffic 
Safety. “We’re reminding motorists to 
take extra precautions to avoid tragedy 
this July.” 

O’Rourke offers suggestions to 
prevent a collision. 

“Motorists who buckle up, don’t 
drink and drive and pay attention when 
behind the wheel decrease their odds of 
being in a crash,” O’Rourke said. 

O’Rourke remarked that 
distracted drivers are more prone to 
collisions due to their lack of response 
time. 

“A driver who is reading a map, 
eating or disciplining the children in the 
back seat, might not have time to react 
when the driver ahead slams on the 
brakes,” O’Rourke said. 

O’Rourke said other driving 
behaviors such as rubbernecking, 
tailgating, and swerving in and out of 
lanes contribute to crashes. He reminds 
drivers to be “Smooth Operators” or 
courteous drivers who pay attention

Sixty-five years ago, Oscar Hammerstein 
and Jerome Kern composed the music for the 
operetta “Showboat.” In the theme song are 
these lines... 

“...he don’t plant taters, he don’t plant 

cotton, 

...and them that plants ’em are soon 

forgotten, 

but Old Man River, he jest keeps rollin’ 

along.” 

Now the great river is in flood, some say 
the worst in 500 years. Fed by rains that started 
weeks ago, and still falling, it has created havoc 
beyond description. Many thousands of acres 
of prime farmland are under water, as are 
whole towns and the businesses that were in 
them. Many people are homeless and the usual 
sources of food and water have been destroyed. 
It is a disaster unprecedented in the Mississippi 
River Valley.

The houses of my playmates of long ago are be¬ 
ing destroyed. The yards where I played are 


under a slimy sea of muddy currents. The 
beloved scenes I knew so well are buried deep. 

But my thoughts are really with those who 
are being devastated, whose lives are ruined. It 
is not just the material loss, it is the destruction 
of hopes and dreams. Keithsburg, once a busy, 
bustling village is now home to many elderly 
people who have chosen to spend their final, 
years in a place of peace and tranquility. But 
Nature always has the last word. It has been 
said that great natural calamities are 
demonstrations of the Omnipotence of God 
and the futility of man. The river seems inex¬ 
orable, and dams, dikes and levees have been 
swept away like so much straw. Thousands of 
people have toiled day and night, but in most 
cases, to no avail. Old Man River will have his 
way. 

Someday the sun will shine again and the 
river will resume its normal ways. Then will 
begin the stupendous task of cleaning up and 
restoring what can be saved. The sun will be 
hot, the floors covered with a foot of slimy silt, 
and there will be the pervasive odor of dead 
animals and rotten vegetation. It will be a time 
to test the limits of physical endurance and 
spiritual strength. For some it will be the final 
mile of a long road.

3) P - Paneukopenia - This is a contagious intestinal 
virus that causes fever, loss of appetite, vomiting, 
diarrhea, dehydration and death. 

4) C - Chlamydia - This is a contagious upper 
respiratory infection that causes conjunctivitis, tear¬ 
ing, sneezing, salivation and coughing.

FINAL ARGUMENT 
Clifford Irving 

In all of our lives, there comes a time when 
we make a mistake that we wish we could cor¬ 
rect. Some of us are fortunate enough to do so. 
However, it’s doubtful that any of us have had 
to attempt to fix a mistake as huge and dreadful 
as the one facing Ted Jaffe, the protagonist in 
Clifford Irving’s “Final Argument.” 

As a state prosecutor in Florida, Jaffee 
successfully puts a habitual criminal on death 
row for the murder of a prominant Florida 
businessman. Twelve years later, while working 
in private practice for “one of the best and 
priciest firms on the west coast of Florida,” a 


phone call from a “sleazebag” leads Jaffee to 
the realization that the man he helped convict 
never committed the murder. With only days to 
the execution, Jaffee must figure out who really 
did the killing while trying to concince the 
judicial system that he be allowed to defend the 
man he once prosecuted. He risks losing his 
family and career in a personal quest to prove 
that this man he put on death row, who refuses 
his help, should not die in the electric chair. 

With excellent courtroom dialogue, Irving 
also serves up some particularly juicy elements 
in “Final Argument,” including a seedy illicit 
love affair and a drug-addicted son whose crises 
hit at the most inopportune times, as well as the 
usual key witnesses who turn up dead, a legal 
system that protects propriety instead of 
justice, and the nagging little problem of prov¬ 
ing the man’s innocence before they fry him. 
Although Irving tends to simplify some of 
Jaffe’s personal problems for the sake of pac¬ 
ing, he allows Jaffee more dignity and humani¬ 
ty than most of society credits to lawyers. Jaf¬ 
fee felt that a few thousand more bucks would 
buy him everything he needs in life, but at 
story’s end, he realizes how much he must do in 
fulfilling his real needs.

Lori Dunton, RN, 
leaves this week on a 
Trinity Mobile Ministries 
(TMM) trip to assist Na¬ 
tive Americans on the 
reservations in South 
Dakota. TMM is led by 
Lynn Schubert of Christ 
Chapel Church. 

And for her, assist¬ 
ing the Sioux Tribe in 
the South Dakota Black 
Hills is a hearkening back 
to her forebears, the Ab- 
enoki Indians in Maine. 
She says she’s a I/16th 
Abenoki; however, her 
blonde hair and blue 
eyes belie that fact. 

The registered nurse, 
who graduated in 1991 
from Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege, said, “At the heart 
of God is people who 
are suffering, calling out 
for help, for relief from 
pain and for healing.” 

As a nurse, she has 
administered help to 
many families whose 
loved ones were experi¬ 
encing terminal illness. 

She worked for two 
years in hematology (with 
leukemia patients) and in 
oncology (cancer pa¬ 
tients) and explained, 
“Nurses don’t just stand 


at the bedside anymore. 

It has become science- 
oriented. We don’t just 
take blood pressure read¬ 
ings.” 

She continued, “We 
have heavy accountabil¬ 
ity. This keeps me close 
to God. 1 pray for as¬ 
sistance now and 1 believe 
I was led into the direc¬ 
tion of nursing.” 

Dunton said she did 
not choose this profession 
for the money. “I’d like 
to get eyes off that.” 

She explained that her 
upcoming trip to assist 
the Sioux Indians is “to 
help them help them¬ 
selves.” She looks for¬ 
ward to more training 
in alcoholism, she said. 

The native Sierra Ma- 
drean was born here and 
has lived here for over 
25 years. 

“I have memories of 
the Summer Reading 
Club at Sierra Madre Li¬ 
brary with Mrs. (Gloria) 
Hinshaw. Not to men¬ 
tion Toyloan, recrea¬ 
tion center, girls’ softball 
league, hiking in the 
Foothills.” 

Dunton attended local 
schools before going into 


nursing. She started as a 
certified nurse assistant 
at Huntington Skilled 
Nursing Facility. 

She received the Jean 
Vandervoort Scholarship 
to the University of Utah 
School on Alcoholism 
and other drug depend¬ 
encies. 

Dunton is currently 
working on obtaining 
her (ACLS) Advanced 
Cardiac Life Support 
certification. She also 
hopes to work directly 
with those receiving bone 
marrow transplants in 
the future.

Clarke Mallery 

Clarke Mallery was 
pronounced dead from a 
heart attack in his Sierra 
Madre home near noon¬ 
time on Monday, July 
12 . 

He was known by his 
friends as a handsome, 
spirited, skilled and ver¬ 
satile Sierra Madre art¬ 
ist. 

Services were private 
and the Douglass & 
Zook Mortuary of 
Monrovia handled the 
arrangements. 

He was born in Los 
Angeles, May 17, 1919, 
and this 74-year-old 
creative man was known 
as an artist, musician 
and nationally recogniz¬ 
ed athlete, in reverse 
order. 

Mr. Mallery’s special¬ 
ty in athletics began at 
San Marino grade 
school, Elliot Jr. High in 
Altadena and continued 
at Pasadena High School 
where he set a High 
School high jump record 
while he was only a 
junior. His track meet 
skills were looked upon 
with great interest by 
Rube Samuelson who 
was not only the sports 
editor for the Pasadena 
Star News but was Pres¬ 
ident of American 
Sportswriter’s Associa¬ 
tion. His views about 
Clarke were noted by 
Dean Cromwell, former 
track coach at the 
University of Southern 
California who had 
coached more national 
championship track 
teams than any other 
coach in the nation. He 
wanted Clarke to high 
jump for use and ar¬ 
ranged for him to enjoy 
a four year athletic

Clarke did well with it. 

Mallery not only won 
the Pacific Coast Con¬ 
ference/Big Ten Con¬ 
ference High Jump title 
in their dual meet at 
Berkeley, Calif., but 
went on to become the 
IC4A High Jump cham¬ 
pion in the National 
meet for all Universities 
at Randall’s Island Sum¬ 
mer competition of 1939 
in New York City. His 
high jumping style was 
the very difficult 
Western Roll wherein 
one’s whole body goes 
over the bar at once with 
hips turned sideways in a 
verticle position. His 
perfect form was cap¬ 
tured on fiim by the 
famous sports photo¬ 
grapher Jon Mili with his 
400th of a second 
camera. This was reveal¬ 
ed in a full page layout in 
Life Magazine that sum¬ 
mer in the issue which 
featured Dean Crom¬ 
well’s entire national 
championship team from 
use. Prize winning 
sprinter Payton Jordan 
was on the cover. 

Mallery used his early 
artistic skills at that time 
to produce sports layouts 
in cartoon form of his 
favorite team mates. 
They were featured in a 
variety of newspapers in¬ 
cluding the Pasadena 
Star News, the Los An¬ 
geles Herald Examiner, 
the Los Angeles Times 
and Life Magazine. 
After graduation, 
Mallery received a 
lifetime pass to all USC 
track meets staged at 
home in the Los Angeles 
Colliseum. 

Next, Mallery became 


a Walt Disney animator 
for 30 years. His anima¬ 
tion skills were note¬ 
worthy in his handling 
the stork scene in the 
birth and delivery of the 
famous flying elephant 
“Dumbo.” He managed 
to get the heavily loaded 
stork to Dumbo’s anx¬ 
ious Mother in a moving 
railroad car. 

While working at the 
Disney Studios in Bur¬ 
bank there were six other 
animators, each of 
whom played a different 
instrument and were 
fond of Dixieland Music. 
These seven musicians 
got together and gave 
themselves the colorful 
name of “The Firehouse 
Five Plus Two.” They 
dressed in regular 
fireman’s uniforms of 
red, white and black and 
toured the town in a 
regulation fire wagi-n. 
Their musical skills at¬ 
tracted the attention of 
Hollywood and before 
they knew it they were 
playing every week at the 
Macombo Restaurant on 
the Sunset Strip where 
many celebrities came to 
see them. 

Their popularity ex¬ 
ploded nationally when 
Bing Crosby booked 
them on his Kraft Music 
Hall radio program six 
weeks out of seven. 
Their albums and tapes 
were popular as far away 
as Japan. The deceased 
played-the clarinet. 

After tiring of doing 
millions of line draw¬ 
ings, Mr. Mallery made 
the transition to the 
painting of portraits. 
Among the well-known 
subjects of whom he 
chose to do portraits 
were former Vice Presi¬ 
dent Hubert H. Humph-

rey; Edwin Pauley, CEO 
and owner of the Pauley 
Oil Company; Arthur F. 
Kelly, former president 
and CEO of Western 
Airlines, and many 
presidents of Banks and 
Savings & Loan Com¬ 
panies in Pasadena. He 
was also commissioned 
to do a series of portraits 
of famous automobiles 
by the largest calendar 
company in the nation. 
Brown & Bigelow. Those 
brought him much ac¬ 
claim. But those he 
cherished most were the 
portraits he did of his 
own children. 

Mallery is survived by 
those four children: 
Clarke Mallery Jr., 
advertising executive in 
Hong Kong; Sharen Ef- 
fertz. Land Title Ex¬ 
ecutive in Costa Mesa; 
Michelle Di Marco, sub¬ 
contract administrator 
for Hughes Aircraft in 
Torrance, and Renelle 
Eiland, library clerk in 
Huntington Beach. 
Those children have pro¬ 
duced nine grand¬ 
children, one of whom is 
an Eagle Scout. 

Mr. Mallery is also 
survived by his sister, a 
retired kindergarden 
teacher of the Pasadena 
School System, and his 
brother Mason Mallory, 
a retired airline executive 
living in Torrance. 
Clarke was the vocalist 
in his brother’s dance or¬ 
chestra which played for 
college dances in 1935- 
36. With a voice not 
unlike Bing Crosby’s, 
he even sang with 
the band at Whittier 
College at the time 
former President Rich¬ 
ard Nixon was courting 
his sweetheart Pat. 


While he was educa¬ 
tion adviser to former 
California Governor 
George Deukmejian, 
William Cunningham 
told the parable of a man 
walking in the desert 
who suddenly heard a 
voice tell him, “pick up 
some pebbles and put 
them in your pocket. 
Tomorrow you will be 
both glad and sorry that 
you did.”

A 
controversy over circum¬ 
cision that could have 
destroyed the early 
church was averted 
through the wisdom and 
grace of the apostles and 
early church leaders.

Two hundred 
years ago William Paley 
proposed that just as a 
watch lying in a field of 
heather testifies to the 
existence of a watch¬ 
maker so does the ex¬ 
istence of complex or¬ 
ganisms testify to the ex¬ 
istence of a personal and 
caring God. For years 
this stood as one of the 
most effective arguments 
for the God of the Bible. 
But attacks from David 
Hume and Charles Dar¬ 
win led to a perceived 
discrediting of Paley’s 
Watchmaker argument. 
Not anymore. The uni¬ 
verse for the first time 
has been measured. In 
measuring the universe, 
astronomers are measur¬ 
ing the creation. And in 
measuring the creation, 
they are determining 
several characteristics of 
the Creator. These new 
measurements, some on¬ 
ly a few months old, 
destroy the attacks of 
Hume and Darwin on 
Paley while at the same 
time providing a new 
argument for the ex¬ 
istence of the God of the 
Bible, an argument that 
is impervious to the at¬ 
tacks of atheists and 
agnostics.

Tehran has been an im¬ 
portant center since the 
Baha’i Faith emerged in 
Persia (modern-day Ir¬ 
an) in the mid-19th cen¬ 
tury, and the cem¬ 
etery contains the graves 
of many of the Faith’s 
earliest adherents.

According to Kit Cos¬ 
by, Deputy Director of 
theU.S. Baha’i Office of 
External Affairs in 
Washington D.C., all 
Baha’i cemeteries in the 
early 1980s were con¬ 
fiscated by the Islamic 
regime. The Tehran 
and a memorial hall were 
razed, marble grave 
coverings were removed 
and all gravesite markers 
were obliterated. Many 
headstones were sold in 
public auctions. 

Since 1979, more than 
200 Iranian Baha’is have 
been executed and thou¬ 
sands imprisoned on ac¬ 
count of their religion. 
Baha’is have difficulty 
burying their dead in 
many Iranian localities, 
and they are not permit¬ 
ted to mark gravesites. 


Although several ceme¬ 
teries have been pillaged, 
the current actions mark 
the first time that bodies 
have actually been ex¬ 
humed. 

We are fortunate in 
this country to be able to 
express our religious 
preferences, a good ex¬ 
ample of this being the 
4th of July celebration in 
Sierra Madre. Referring 
again to this year’s 
parade on July 5th in our 
community, the Baha’is 
always find the public to 
be very warm and recep¬ 
tive. Many Baha’is from 
Iran have immigrated to 
this country, to com¬ 
munities like ours, where 
freedom of religion can 
be expressed without 
fear of retribution.

Dr. Herschel S. Burns, 
a resident of the Sierra 
Madre Skilled Nursing 
Facility, has been hon¬ 
ored by the Facility as 
their Senior of the 
Month. At 85 the in¬ 
firmities of age have ta¬ 
ken their toll. Dr. Burns 
is now wheel-chair bound 
and rarely can speak. 

This gives you no clue 
to the great contribution 
he has made as a phys¬ 
ician for over 40 years 
and his caring and happy 
spirit. He became a spe¬ 
cialist in cardiology and 
internal medicine and for 
over 20 years his office 
was in a medical complex 
on Madison Ave. in Pas¬ 
adena. He retired as an 
honorary staff member 
of Huntington Memorial 
Hospital and St. Luke 
Hospital. 

Music has always been 
this honoree’s great avo¬ 
cation, playing piano, 
guitar, banjo and xylo¬ 
phone. He was the young¬ 
est of four brothers, all 
of whom became doc¬ 
tors and are musically 
talented. They earned 
money for medical school 
by forming the Burns 
Dance Orchestra and 
playing many one-night 
stands. After WWll, Dr. 
Burns was invited to join 
The Maestros, a great 
musical organization 
composed of men repres¬ 
enting various profes¬ 
sions in the area. The 
two decades that he was 
active in this popular 
group were of special 
pleasure for him. Re¬ 
cently, he surprised ev¬ 
eryone at the facility by 
playing the piano. 

Born March 25, 1908, 
in Salt Lake City, "this 
doctor and his brothers 
were great-grandsons of 
Hyrum Smith, the bro¬ 
ther of Joseph Smith, 
founder of the Mormon 
Church. The family, 
however, was not active 
in the church. 

His father was in the 
tent and awning business 
and his mother was an 
accomplished pianist and 
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a former piano teacher. 
She instructed her sons 
in music. The family was 
always closely knit. 

He attended schools 
in Salt Lake City and 
then University of Utah 
for two years of pre-med. 
Having an older brother 
in Los Angeles, he con¬ 
tinued his education at 
use. A teaching schol¬ 
arship brought him to 
the University of Illinois 
and graduation from Il¬ 
linois Medical School in 
Chicago was June 4, 
1934. 

Three days later, al¬ 
though at rock bottom 
financially, he married 
Leila, his high school 
sweetheart. She had to 
pay for her own wedding 
ring, cost $3.50. They 
were able to come to 
Los Angeles by driving 
a new car from Detroit 
out for a friend of his 
older brother. His intern¬ 
ship began at Los Angel¬ 
es General Hospital. 

In 1984, he and Leila 
celebrated their 50th 
wedding anniversary. 
She died three years ago. 
There is a son and dau¬ 
ghter, four grandchil¬ 
dren and five great-grand¬ 
children. 

An interview with Dr. 
Burns for the Hunt¬ 
ington Hospital News¬ 
letter of 1984 recounted 
his career which spanned 
the time when doctors 
made house calls for 
$1.75 a call and before 
antibiotics, when even a 
diagnosis of appendicitis 
had to be carefully made 
or doctors had a disaster 
on their hands. During 
World War 11 he joined 
the Army Air Force and 
became surgeon for the 
65th Fighter Wing sta¬ 
tioned in England. In 
spite of the buzz bombs, 
he found it a good tour 
of duty. 

Jim S. Burns, the 
honoree’s son, is a resi¬ 
dent of Hastings Ranch 
and a well-known artist. 
He had been an architect 
for 30 years, but then he 
redirected his energy into 
art, particularly water-

Rep. Dreier applauds progress 
toward free trade with Japan 


Congressman David 
Dreier last week praised 
the progress toward free 
trade with Japan that the 
Clinton Administration 
achieved during the re¬ 
cent Tokyo Summit. At 
a hearing before the 
trade subcommittee of 
the House Ways and 
Means Committee, 
Dreier urged Ambas¬ 
sador Mickey Kantor, 
the U.S. Trade Repre¬ 
sentative, to continue to 


press for more access to 
Japan’s market for Am¬ 
erican exporters. 

“Ambassador Kantor 
deserves credit for com¬ 
ing to an agreement in 
Tokyo that rejects the 
rhetoric of managed 
trade and retaliation, 
and instead focuses on 
opening the Japanese 
market to free trade and 
more open economic in¬ 
tegration,” Dreier said 
during his testimony 


before the committee. 
“Should the eventual 
negotiations result in a 
broad free trade agree¬ 
ment between the United 
States and Japan, this 
Framework Agreement 
may prove to be the most 
important achievement 
of the Clinton Presiden- 


Dreier, who is a strong 
advocate of free trade 
negotiations with Japan, 


has sponsored legislation 
calling for negotiations 
to achieve a U.S.-Japan 
free trade agreement. 
His writings on free 
trade have been publish¬ 
ed in national journals 
and he is a member of 
the House Wednesday 
Group, which recently 
rreleased a study describ¬ 
ing the conditions re¬ 
sulting in cost protec¬ 
tionism in the Japanese 
market. 




“As long as President 
Clinton pursues a trade 
policy with Japan basd 
on free trade and econ¬ 
omic expansion, I will be 
supportive,” Dreier said. 
“Therefore, I hope that 
Ambassador Kantor will 
take a message to the 
President that there is 
support in Congress for 
a strong negotiating 
strategy based on free 
trade and increasing 
American export oppor¬ 
tunities.”

Four departments battle 
simulated brush fire 


Four fire departments 
participated in putting 
out a simulated brush 
fire last Saturday morn¬ 
ing to be sure their 
equipment was compati¬ 
ble, to test communica¬ 
tion and to see how they 
could work together. 

The smoke was real, 
but the fire line was 
designated by toilet 
paper as firefighters 
from Arcadia, Sierra

Battalion Chief Ted 
Nichols from Arcadia 
coordinated the first

Bryan Batiste from 
Monrovia and Battalion 
Chief Art Salcido from 
El Monte. Capt. Gary 
Hawthorne of Arcadia 
was the incident com¬ 
mander. The exercise 
was like taking the 
“classroom out into real 
life,” pointed out 
Nichols. 

Capt. Andy Troncale 
from Arcadia’s Engine 33 
was first on the scene, 
and he took his engine to 
the northernmost burn 
site as it “apperared to 
be most active.” He also 
called for additional help 
and for water tenders. 
Sierra Madre arrived on 
the scene with its water 
tender and the fire¬ 
fighters strung out 
hoses to “put out the 
fire.” Niphols pointed 
out that the volunteer 
firefighters from Sierra 


Madre “work really hard 
at what they do; really a 
good bunch.” 

Acting captain Tony 
Trabbie and his crew 
were working at the 
southernmost edge of the 
fire area when their 
water must have hit a 
nest of yellow jackets 
and the firefighters 
began to battle the sting¬ 
ing insects. 

Another group of 
firefighters came upon 
poison oak. This is 
where training meets real 
life, pointed out Capt. 
Harvy Lozar of the Ar¬ 
cadia Fire Department. 

Everyone involved in 
the exercise seemed to 
think that it went well, 
but that they learned 
some things to be aware 
of should the real 
situation occur, accgrd- 
ing to comments made 
during the evaluation.
